All Players Are Guilty

Unguestionably evers tennls plisyer foot
faults nt thines, bul why heckle him 1o
death over it?

Mr. Merrihew rules the words "If de-
slred' to mean  that the foot rodsed
‘st (ot I dealred™) be repliced in
the same spot before the  serv i
move.  We used to belleve that “ir (le-
sired"” meant a voluntary thing and not
compulaion, but It Seems we are wronge,

However, with the nverage foot-fault
Juidge it desired” allows you 1o ralse the
foot without replacing it in the sune spot,
provided you don't swing It over the line
before you hit the ball,

There are great examples of fool rault-
Ing around Philndelphio. Stanley Peyrson
and L, C, Wister both crowd the line and
oross It before serving, A B Kennedy,
Je, had o remarkuble “hop" which wus
n terrible foot fault, Willlnms 18 seeised
of foot faulting, but unloss occanionully,
and It Is very occaslonally, he swingn his
foot over the line, we have not seen it

Wallaee Johnson never foot faults, slnee
he serves from a siand on both feet wol
never rolses even one. The worst foot
faulter seon last season around here was
